Credit Goes 
To Consumer 

The California Public 
Utilities Commission today 
announced that it has taken 
action which ultimately will 
require all utilities and 
t r a n s portation companies 
under its jurisdiction to pass 
on to ratepayers any sav¬ 
ings in income tax resulting 
from the investment tax 
credits provided for in the 
Internal Revenue Act of 
1962. 

George G. Grover, Com¬ 
mission president, said the 
principie is the same as that 
applied with regard to ac¬ 
celerated depreciation. It 
establishes r.ccounting pro¬ 
cedures designed to assure 
that any reduction in taxes 
will flow through to the 
benefit of utility customers. 

No calculation can be 
made of the effect of the 
investment tax credits at 
this time, Grover said, but 
several million dollars ulti¬ 
mately may be involved. 
The amounts accruing to 
regulated companies may 
prevent rate increases in 
future by providing addi¬ 
tional earnings, but whether 
it might result in any rate 
decrea.ses cannot immedi¬ 
ately be determined, Grover 
said. 

The Internal Revenue Act 
of 1962 provides a 3 per cent 
tax credit for utilities and 
a 7 per cent tax credit for 
other companies, including 
t r a n s portation companies, 
on property put into service 
after January 1, 1962, "ex¬ 
cluding buildings and their 
structural components.” The 
tax credit can be taken only 
on equipment and other 
property with a life of four 
years or more.

Authority to reduce na¬ 
tural gas rates $8% million 
on an annual basis will be 
sought immediately after 
the first of the year, the 
Southern Counties and 
Southern California Gas 
Companies announced to- 

The reduction wo u 1 d 
mean a cut In the annual 
gas bill for the average 
residential customer o f 
about $1.10, said R. E. Har- 
bicht, local manager of 
Southern Counties Gas Co. 

This action, he said, is the 
result of a long and diligent 
fight by the California Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Commission, to¬ 
gether with the southern 
California gas companies 
and other utilities and pub¬ 
lic agencies throughout the 
state. 

Harbicht said the two 
companies planned to make 
the formal filing on Thurs¬ 
day or Friday, January 3 or 
4) asking the California 
Public Utilities Commission 
tor authorization to lower 
their rates. The PUC must 
approve any reduction plan 
before it is put into effect. 

The companies will ask 
that the new lower rates be¬ 
come effective 30 d'ays after 


the filing or at such earlier 
time as the commission 
designates. 


Harbicht said: 

“This reduction is particu¬ 
larly good news for us here 
at the local gas companies 
because we have made 
every effort to hold gas 
prices down in the face of 
post-war inflation and in¬ 
creased demand for addi¬ 
tional supplies of gas. 

“Since 1940 the cost of liv¬ 
ing index has risen 114 per¬ 
cent, while the cost of na¬ 
tural gas to customers has 
risen about 70 percent. We 
feel gas prices have now 
leveled out and should re¬ 
main stable for a number of 
years. 

“It should also be pointed 
out that according to the 
PUC annual report, the Los 
Angeles area stands 5th 
lowest among the 25 largest 
cities in the nation in na¬ 
tural gas rates."

Most of the City Coun¬ 
cils of the cities within that 
District have gone on record 
supporting the annexation. 

(2) The San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Municipal Water Dis¬ 
trict of which Sierra Madre 
is a member has met with 
the Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict. A complete and frank 
discussion of the water 
problems of the San Gabriel 
Valley and their solution if 
the entire Valley were to 
become part of the Metro¬ 
politan Water District was 
held. MWD was quite ex¬ 
plicit in answer to most of 
the questions and indicated 
they could be of major help 
in solving the problems of 
the Valley. In answer to 
questions about exact costs, 
possible loss of Colorado 
River water by adverse court 
decision, and future surplus 
water costs, MWD frankly 
stated they did not at this 
time know the answers. 
Many of the points of this 
discussion were covered by 
the Sierra Madre News ar¬ 
ticle on page one of the De¬ 
cember 20th issue. 

(3) The Metropolitan Wa¬ 
ter District has expanded' on 
their proposal to build a 
raw water line through the 
San Gabriel Valley. An ex¬ 
act location for this line is 
not yet decided, but its con¬ 
struction through the upper 
valley area along a foothill 
route would appear highly 
possible. Such a line would 
make available to this area 
raw water for replenishment 
of the underground basin. 

The above actions indi¬ 
cate that there is a good 
possibility that the Upper 
San Gabriel Valley Munici¬ 
pal Water District, which 
comprises the major portion 
of the San Gabriel Valley, 
will on March 12, 1963, be¬ 
come part of the Metroptoli- 
tan Water District. Since 
that district will be using 
and therefore importing the 
major supplemental water 
supply into the Valley, the 
quality of the future water 
supply in the area Is going 
to be largely dtetermined by 
their action. 

In light of their action and 
the answers received from 
the Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict, the cities in the San 
Gabriel Valley Municipal 
W^ater District have re¬ 
quested a meeting with the 
District Board to review our 
present position and see if 
MWD is not the best an¬ 
swer for the whole San Ga¬ 
briel Valley.

Assessed values for State 
and local property taxation 
throughout the United 
States increased by nearly a 
third in just the five-year 
period between 1956 and 
1961 — a measure of the 
great wealth-producing cap¬ 
acity of our economy. 

Figures compiled by the 
U.S. Bureau of the Census 
put the gross total of real 
and personal property as¬ 
sessments before legal ex¬ 
emptions at a record $367 
billions last year. This was 
$87 billions above the com¬ 
parable figure for 1956, the 
first year for which such a 
comprehen,slve study was 
made by the Census Bureau. 
Exemptions were $11.6 bil¬ 
lions last year versus $8 bil¬ 
lions in 1956, and consisted 
primary of homestead ex¬ 
emptions in a handful of 
Southern States and vet¬ 
erans exemptions in 15 
others. 

Nearly Third in 3 States 

Just under a third of the 
U.S. a.ssessment total is 
found in the states of New 
York, Illinois and California, 
ranking in that order. Now 
York City alone with its ad¬ 
jacent tri-State commuting 
are made up practically an 
eighth of the national ag¬ 
gregate. 

The major factor in the 
rise in tax valuations has 
been the steady growth of 
construction during the 
post-World War II period. 
The Census Bureau reports 
the addition of 6.4 million 
nonfarm residential proper¬ 
ties and 300,000 new com¬ 
mercial and industrial prop¬ 
erties to the a.ssessment 
rolls in the 19.56-61 period

alone. As a result, nonfarm 
residential properties now 
represent close to three- 
fifths of local realty assess¬ 
ments. The property tax is 
the backbone of local reve¬ 
nues, figuuring out to $7 out 
of every $8 of the $19.8 bil¬ 
lions of local tax receipts in 
1961. 

Assessment figures, of 
course, represent only a 
fraction of the total tangible 
wealth of the nation — our 
homes, factories, farms, 
commercial establishments, 
transportation and utility 
systems, and vacant land. 
Valuations set for property 
tax purposes commonly 
come to only a limited pro¬ 
portion of the current mar¬ 
ket worth of taxable prop¬ 
erty. Furthermore, assess¬ 
ment regulations and' for¬ 
mulas vary widely between 
States and communities, 
and this variation is parti¬ 
cularly evident in practices 
with respect to personal 
property. 

Great Areas of Exclusion 

Beyond that, there are 
great areas of exclusion 
from property taxation in 
the form of governmental 
holdings (State and local as 
well as Federal), church 
property, nonprofit hos¬ 
pitals, and educational in¬ 
stitutions. The worth in¬ 
volved here can only be a 
guess, but it is significant to 
note that a special study of 
the real estate holdings of 
the U.S. Government alone 
came up with a cost figure 
of $38 billions in the late 
Fifties. At that time. Fed¬ 
eral land holdings repre¬ 
sented more lhan a fifth of 
the entire land area of the 
continental United States. 

And as far as the wealth 
of the nation is concerned, 
there are the vast amounts 


of what is technically called 
intangible personal proper¬ 
ty — the hund!reds of bil¬ 
lions of the people’s savings 
in their life insurance and 
other thrift institutions, 
stocks and bonds, bank de- 
po.sits, mortgages, and the 
like. Whereas all privately 
owned real property is sub¬ 
ject everywhere in the Uni¬ 
ted State to local general 
property taxes. Intangible 
personal property is in most 
States legally exempt from 
such levies. 

State and City Comparisons 

The detailed Census Bur¬ 
eau figures reveal that $113 
billions of the country’s 
assessment total are in the 
three states of New York, 
lillinois and California. This 
combined! total exceeded the 
aggregate assessment rolls 
in the other seven States in 
the top ten of the valuation 
roster — Ohio, Michigan, 
Pennsylva n i a, Florida, 
Texas, Wisconsin and New 
Jersey. Two other states — 
Ma.ssachusetts and Con¬ 
necticut — crossed the $10 
billion assessment mark last 
year. 

As for our big cities and 
metropolitan areas. New 
York City wdth an assess¬ 
ment roll for its five bor¬ 
oughs of $28 billion was far 
in the lead. Another $16 bil¬ 
lions were in the nine coun¬ 
ties which comprise the New 
York communting area — 
Fairfield in Connecticut; 
Westchester, Nassau and 
Suffolk in New York State; 
and' Essex, Bergen, Hud.sen, 
Passaic and Union in New 
Jersey. Fairfield led this 
group with an assessment 
total of $3.4 billion last year, 
followed by Westchester 
and Nassau with $3 billions 
each.
